CARRARA. ANARCHISTS. 



They ^Are the Scum of Europe and 
' Live in Inaccessible 
< Places. 



Most of Tliein Are Expected to Sur- 
render to the Anthor- 

ities- 

Ro.ME, Jan. 1,S. — Tho correspondent of 
tho United Press returned to-day from 
Carrara ond Massa di Carrara, wliere tho 
state of siege has been proclaimed owing to 
the attempts of Aoorohiata to start a revo- 
lution in the distriota. Ho found both 
tiwns Bomev.'hit more animated than uaual, 
although trade has Ijeen resumed and public 
confidence aeeina to have been restored. 
Cavalrymen rido incessantly through tho 
towns and infantry with fixed bayonets 
patrol the streets. All the soldiers 
on duty in tho towns have orders to pro- 
vent groups from gathering in the atreeta. 
J'jverything tlml could bo learned during 
tlioir short aojourn in town went to show 
tho wisdom of tho Government in decreeing 
tlio state of aiego. Tlio recent outbrenliu iu 
several parts of tho country were due to tlio 
Anarchist propaganda. I'ren.ier Criapi aaid 
tho Anarchlata aelected Carrara and Massi 
di Carrara for their moat comprehenui ve 
plot because they found the moat advan- 
tiigooua conditions e.xi.'iting. The workers 
in the marble quarries aro tho most 
abandoned, lot of laborers in Italy. Most of 
thorn areex-eonviots whogive faleo names and 
whose identity could be establiahed in but 
few caaoa. They earn fair wages; but their 
work is 60 hard that applicants ut thotjuar- 
ries are few and the overaeera must talto 
whom they can cot, without discriminating 
concerning anything except muaclo ond en- 
durance. 

Many of the quarryinon camp in alnioat 
inaccessible spots above tho quarries, and 
go to town only during tho fetes. They are 
ao quarrelsome that fatal fights frequently 
occur in their camps. It has been found 
almost impossible to disooverthe identity of 
any murderer among them, as every man 
knows that vengeance will be sure 
if be betray a comrade. In the case 
of such a general agitation as prevails 
at present tho identification of tho guilty 
would bo still more diflicult than usual. 
Eveu when the criminal among the quarry- 
men are known it is dii£cult to arrest them, 
as watcbera on the high rocks near the 
camp give warning of the approach of the 
gensd'armes, and the fugitives can hide 
tbe^elvea beyond chance of discovery in 
the forests or the labyrinth of galleries of the 
works. The qnarries are very old and for a 
long time it was oastomary to keep the 
battalion from tlie carrison in view of the 
men, as their recklessness and brutality 
constantly threatened, outbreaks. The in- 
olinatiotx of the workers to rebellion had long 
been proverbial, yet gome ten years ago tho 
troops garrisoned near the quarries were 
greatly reduced. In 1885 several violent 
rovolutioniata who had been expelled from 
Belgium and Switzerland went to Avcnza, 
near Carrara and founded tho first Anarch- 
ist group in Italy. The district in which 
the quarries are situated was consequently 
tho original hot bed of Anarchism in Italy. 
Tho new movement spread rapidly. In tho 
last month tho loadeis had collected money 
and arms, eatablished an underatanding 
with the workinpmon of Piaa Spc-zzia and 
other parts and finally plamic-J lo start 
rovolutiona aimultaneouiily iu tho aev- 
erul provlncea. They were to plunder 
tho houses of the rich, set lire to the public 
buildings, open the prisons and rally to tho 
cause of the revolt every man who ahould 
show himself rtady to pillage and light 
against the auihoritica. The outbreak near 
Carrara on Saturday evoning waa tho initial 
move ; but the further execution of tho plot 
was thwailcd by the swift action of the 
authorities. It is known that the- Anar- 
chists killed on Saturday night between 
Carrara and Masaa, and on Tuesday at tho 
Faaaola bridge, were much more numerous 
than tho troopa thought. Tho Anarchists 
were ready to conceal their loasea, 
and carried moat of tho dead bodies 
off with them. More than '2,000 anarchists 
of the Carrara district have taken refuge in 
the mountains. Strong bodies of troops are 
following and surrounding thenu The 
fugitives are in need of food, and many of 
tbem are without auffioient clothing. The 
cold is so intense that with many ot the 
revolutionists it soon will be a ehoice 
between surrender and death from exposure. 
Most of them are expected to yield soon to 
the police. The country round tho Carrara 
and Massa districts la tran(|uil. The rural 
population of Tuscany and Liguria is especi- 
ally hostile to the anarcliiats.

Lofehro denied tho charge generally, 
but admitteil that the Toulon storehouEcs 
were short of biaouita in 189.3. Tho alleged 
defects in vessels and delays in their eon- 
atruotion were duo to their complioatod con- 
struction, Tho British, ho admitted, built 
hotter and quicker boats, beouuao they have 
superior implementa.

UNEMPLOYED WORKMEN. 

Siild to ilnve Been Attacked by Police and 
Unjustlflably Dealt mth. 

Beklin, Jan. 18.— The Klein Journal 
published an aoooont of the trouble between 
the police and the unemployed workmen 
which, it says, was reported by an eye wit- 
ness. It charges that the action of the 
police in ottaoking tho crowd was 
without cause. The unemployed, who 
had gone to the brewery to attend 
the proposed meeting, were leaving the 
building, after having learned that tho 
meeting would not be held. Aa was natural 
they gathered in groupa to discuss tho 
situation, and a few lingered near tho 
e:^ts. They showed no lawless intent; in 
fact, many of those about the brewery were 
mere onlookers and wore of the better class. 
Col. von Kgidy, the unti-Seniitio politician, 
was present. He had a narrow escape from 
being clubbod by the too over- 
/.oulous policemen. Other reports state 
that tho crowd gathered near George's 
cemetery and clamored for work. The use 
of dynamite was mentioned, and the crowd 
cheered. When the polioe charged, tho 
urowd ran down the Friedenas-Strass. Aa 
tho doors of the houses and shops had been 
closed in expectation of the trouble, it waa 
(lillicult for the fugitives to find refuge. 
Many who sought shelter in the court yards 
or hall ways, were followed by tho police 
and were arrested. At 7 o'clock the city 
was quiet, 

PIRATE OUTRAGES.

"Missionaries Not Wanted iu China" 
— ExpedUiou Sent Against North- 
ern Banditti. 



San Francisco, Jan. 18. — By tho ateam- 
ship China, which arrived from tho Orient 
to-day, it is learned that notwithstanding 
the recent additions to the war junks cruis- 
ing after pirates along the coast, the pirates 
of Fujien and Tai Chow are still aa numer- 
ous and as savage aa ever. Some 
junks laden with rice wore recently 
boarded by tho pirates near Wen 
Chow, and were loft with 23 killed and 
seriously wounded. A Chineae poatboat, 
which had a crew of four men and a cargo 
of opium and valuable packoges, on ita way 
from X/hang Chow to Soo Chow, was at- 
tacked by pirates and about $3,000 worth of 
property carried ofiF. The week before this 
another postboat, from Chang Chow to Kas 
Hing, was also stopped by pirates and ita 
contents stolen. 

Anonymous and inflammatory' placards 
have recently been posted in the town of 
Vilin, China, which state that China haa 
everything she needs, and that missionaries 
are telling no now doctrines to the people. 
Missionaries are, therefore, 'not wanted, and 
an appeal is made calling on patriots to 
aasemblc on a designated day to *' kill and 

deatruy.' 

A good deal of trouble is now being caus- 
ed in Foo Ho Kin province by bandits, and 
the authorities arc making strenuous ofTorts 

to .suppress them. Bandits are said to bo 
now in posaeaaion of the whole district in 
tho northern part of tho province, and tho 
viceroy has started on an expedition against 
them with a great force of troops. 

Tho United States cruiser Concord is at 
Shanghai. The Baltimore, tho flagship of 
the China atotion, is ut Singapore. 

W. E. Hunt, the new United States con- 
sul to Hongkong, arrived at that place on 
December 15.

THE "EQUATEUE" EXPLOSION. 

JfiracnIons Escape of Those on Board— Tbe 
Saferoom Not Opened for a 
Fortnight. 

London, Jan. 19.— Tbe Paris correspond- 
ent of the Daily News aays of tho explosion 
aboard the French Bteamship Equateur, in 
Paullao harbor yesterday morning : " It is 
now certain that the explosion was 
the result of criminal intent. Tho 
consequences would have been fur more 
dreadful had the pnsaengers not loft tho ship 
by a gangway. At a distance from tho 
sate room there was noliceablo a amell of 
dynaniito. It ia auppoaed tliat tho infernal 
inachine was deposited on tho ship at Buenos 
Ayrea, llio, Montevideo or Pcrnambuco. 
Tho room hud not been opened in a fort- 
night. Besides those killed, three wero 
aerioualy and ten slightly wounded. Tho 
damage ia estimated at JC1,200. Tho pas- 
scngora numbered 110, including General 
Coronal and several ollicers from Senegal." 

STEAMER WRECKED. 

Tho Steimier " Normandy " Goes Down In the 
China .Scii-ller Cnptaln and 

Others LoBt. 

San Fkanuisco, Jan. 18. — Tho steamer 
China brings particulars of tho wreck of tho 
steamer Normandy off Bentang Island, in 
tho China Sea. In about an hour after tho J 
vessel struck tho passengers and crew took 
to tho boats and attempted to get ashore. 
As they neared tho land the sea became 
terribly rough and the Captain's boat cap- 
sized, resulting in tbe loss of the Captain, 
hia child and one of the crew. All the rest 
were saved after being in thi^ boats/ About ' 
six hours. '

Eeported Split iu the Rebel Councils 
—The lusnrffeutH Driven Away 
From liage. 



Montevideo, Jan. 18. — Tlio usual desul- 
tory firiag baa been going on around Rio for 
tlie last two days, and the cruiser Toman- 
dares' rapid gunnery with Brnoiceleaa powder 
has been unueually effective. 

The aotiou of the British gunboat Benglo, 
in cruising for two liaya outside tho port, 
has caused tho government oiiiuiais consid- 
erable annoyance. They seem to thinli she 
went out to wutoh for tho arrival of tho 
Anquidaban or another rebel ship, aud then 
bring the news into port. 

Peixoto'a gunners are shelling tho rebel 
naval stores on Ousades Island. T! o rebels 
in launobes, and the Corbas Island gurrison, 
maintain their fire upon the oity of Rio day 
and night with rapid firing guns, killing and 
wounding inofTensive persons. This has 
roused much ill-feeling, even among tho 
friends of the rebels, who protest agaiuut 
tho wanton destruction of life. 

Continuous attacks have been mado for 
the last two days by tho lleet upon tho 
landing places of tho town of Niothoroy, but 
the government butteries answered briakly. 

President I'oixolo has received a tele- 
phono measage from I'orto Allegro saying 
tho inaurgeniB, under Gon. Tavarez, have 
niised tho siege of }!ago and have lied, pur- 
sued by Col. L;\mapro and hia command. 
(The B-igo giirriaou, which waa compoaed of 
ninety guurdBineu, citi/.ena and aoiiio regu- 
lars, suooesafully suataiued the siege for 
eighteen days and ten nighta, autTcring 
great hardships from lack of proviaiona. 
Among tho besiegers wore 500 Uruguayans, 
and tho cruel killing of several citizens cap- 
tured, tho sacking of houses on tho out- 
skirts, the violence shown to women, and 
tlio slaughter of children, are blamed by 
the Brazilians, it is reported in Bio, largely 
upon these Uruguayans. 

^hen Rear-Admiral Benham with his 
staff and United States Minister Thomp- 
son paid a visit to the Minister of Foreign 
Aff^iirs in Rio they were received witl. the 
utmost courtesy. It is rumored that there 
is a split in tho rebel councils and that 
MoUo is not in accord with Saldanha da 
Gama. 

London', Jan. IS — A Rio dispatch saya 
tho Insurgents have again occupied Mo- 
caugue Island ; also that the defenders of 
Bage succeeded in driving off the Insurgent 
besiegers. 

TfiAIN HELD DP. 

Bobbers in JligBonrl Stop an Express and Go 
Through It Scientifically. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 17. — Train No. 3, 
on the Kansas City, St. Joseph & Council 
Blaffs railway, was held up and robbod at 
12:30 this morning by five masked men, at 
Roy's ranch, just above this city, the scene 
of the attempted robbery of September 25 
last. Tho train was stopped by a torpedo 
placed on tho track, and when tho engineer 
had slowed up ho with the fireman were 
covered with revolvers and forced 
to go back to tho express oar and de- 
mand admittance. The express messenger 
C. Baxter waa covered by revolvers in tho 
hands of the robbers, and they proceeded to 
plunder the car. The safe was opened and 
the contents were transferred to a sack 
which was carried by one of the gang 
The robbers then assembled all the train 
crew in a bunch, marched them about half- 
way down the train, and, ordering them 
to atand still, made their escape in a 
westerly direction throngb tho dense 
woods which line the track at that point. 
The robbers could not all be described, but 
are aupposed to be the same gang that hold 
up and robbed the Chicago fast train, "the 
Eli," on the Hannibal and Sc. Jo 
a week ago to night. Ooo of them 
used a red lantern in signalling 
to the engineer, two of tho men, a tall au5 
abort one, auawer the deacription given of 
two of '" the Eli " robbera. Sherill Carson 
and a largo poaao of deputiea are hot 
on tho trail of tho robbera and 
every available man has been preaaed into 
tho service. When the robbera left, tho 
train waa backed down into the city and tho 
oflicials notified. Nothiog can bo utcerfaiiicd 
in regard to how much money tho robbers 
secured but, coming on tho heels of the last 
robbery, it baa created intense excitenr.ent 
all over the city. Roy 'a branch, where thi- 
hold-up occurred, was tho place where two 
train robbers were killed :ind one captured 
in September by a dummy sent out by the 
bfli mhIs of the road in place of train No. 3, 
that waa attooked to-niffht. 



BDTTEE SDBS CITUTES. 

The National Convention nf Dairymen Meet 
to Devise Frotectivo Legislation. 

GniOAOO, Jan. 18 — ^The proceedings of 
the National Convention of Dairymen, re- 
presentatives of produce exchanges called to 
advise effective legislation to prevent the 

fraudulent sale of butter subatitutes, waa 
roaunied to-diiy. Many of the delegates 
who have hithertn b(!en oxtreniely riidical 
in tho expression of their views, seem to 
have weakened to antno extent, and now 
tako tho ground that there ia no reasonable 
objection to the manufacturo and sale of 
substitutes for dairy products.proviiled they 
are sold on their merita and with tho full 
knowledge on the ])art of the consumer of 
their character. The oleomargarine people 
have been succcaaful in instilling in the 
minds of other delegates the idea that what 
is most needed ia a reform in the methods of 
butter making that will keep inferior ar- 
ticles ont of the market, '''oo n)ucli of tho 
butter that is sent from tho countiy dia- 
triots, say tho Armours, is of so low a grade 
that consumers especially prefer to buy oleo- 
margarine, with B full knowledge of what 
they are getting. As between the artificial 
produce and a good many of the creameries, 
it is contended that the former is a blessing 
in disguise. This kind of argument, how- 
ever, tends to make the oleomargarine sd- 
vooates the more bitter and the more deter- 
mined to continue the fight upon the pro- 
duct.

MONEY STOCKS OF TIIE WOitLD 

Tho Highest Per Ciiplta Is In Franco a..3 the 
Lowest In China. 

A report recently issued by tho U S. 
Treasury Department presents a table show- 
ing tho monetary syetema and approximate 
stocks of money in tho aggregate and per 
capita in tho principal couutries of the 
world. 

From this table it appears that France, 
with a population of 38,300,000, has the 
highest per capita of any of tho countries 
named in tho table, it being 5"iG Sl. "The 
Straits Settlements," with a population of 
3,800,000, follows with a per capita of 
$28 9-1. 

Closely following and having very nearly 
the same per capita ore Belgium, f26.70 ; 
Australia, S2G.05 ; tho United Stales, 
S2G 02, and the Netherlands, $24.34. In 
China, a country having a population of 
402,700,000, the masses apparently do 
not have much to hamllo, for tho 
per capita is but $1 SO, all in 
ailver. Countries foUowiDg China closely 
in this respect are Roumanta, with a per 
capita of S4 60 ; Servia, §4 27 ; Sweden, 
S2 71 ; Turkey, §2 39, a population of 
30,200,000; Central American States, 
$3 78; Japan, $4; India, $3 44, against a 
population of 287,200,000 ; Hayti, $4 90. 

The money issued by the United King- 
dom is sufficient to give each individual 
S20 44, if equally divided, add that of Ger- 
many §18 S6 to each person. Portugal, 
with a population of but 4,700,000, has a 
per capita of §21 00, and Kgypt a per capita 
of §19 85. 

Tho South American States have a per 
capita of §19 07 ; Canada, §10 ; Cuba, 
§12 81 ; Italy, §9 59 ; Switzerland, §14 4S 
Greece, §12 22 ; Spain, §17.14; Austria 
Hungary, §9 59 ; Norway, §0 GO ; Den 
mark, §11.72 ; Russia, §8 17, with a popu 
lation of 124,000,000 ; and Mexico, §.5 
Since this statement was tabulated the per 
capita circulation of tho United States has 
decreased to §25 55. 

The table puts tho stock of cold money 
at §39,901,900,000; silver; §3,931,100,000, 
and uncovered paper money at §2,700,000,- 
000.

HEAVY CAUGOES. 

Mr. H. E. Connon, tho agent of tho N.P. 
Steamship Company here, received notifi- 
cation yesterday of the Mogul's departure 
from Yokohama for this port, Tho steamer 
left Yokohama a day later than her schedule 
time, which was on the 13th ultimo. She 
has 1,800 tons of freight, including 300 tons 
for Victoria, and 300 tons of silk for Now 
York. She also has T5 steerage passengers, 
of whom 50 will land here. ' The steamship 
Tacoma, also of the N.P. steamship line, 
left this port for Yokohama at 11 o'olook 
yesterday motning, having waited here a 
little longer than was necessary with the ex- 
pectation of receiving mail from tbe Sound 
by tho City of Kingston which did not 
arrive. Iler outward Cargo consisted of 
1,500 toua, principally flour from Taooma 
and Portland, and 20,000 feet of lumber 
from Victoria. Fifty-six Chinese took 
passage outward. 

THE "old reliable" DELAYED. 

The steamer City of Kingston, whose 
regularity is the pride of her agents and tho 
joy and delight of tho travelling public, 
missed a trip yesterday, owing r.o doubt to 
tho rough weather of Wedueaday. When 
sho went out, several hours behind her 
time, aho had to face a strong sou'eKSter, 
and this is no doubt to blame for tho missed 
connection yesterday. The only informa- 
tion received of her misfortune waa con- 
tained in a dispatch from Seattle announc- 
ing that ahe was laid up there for one day, 
and compelled to cancel one trip, but would 
be ever O.IC this morning.

LIBUTMliVANT . GOVERNOR'S 

SPEECH. 



Thefirstparagniph of thoGovornor's opeoch 
ia no doubt by far the moat important. To 
redistribute the representation of the pro- 
vince so as to do justice to every seotion 
and to ir.eet all requirements both of the 
present and tho not distant future, ia a 
task of uo ordinary diflioulty. In an old 
country, where the population inoroasea 
everywhere in an uniform ^ ratio, tlie work 
18 one requiring great prudence and 
■onnd judgment, but in a country 
like this, in which the development 
is unequal, where the wilderness of to-day 
may next year or the year after bo a hive 
of industry, tbo diiGculty of apportioning tho 
representation judioionaly and equitably ii 
very greatly increased. Then to adjust the 
representation between the rural districts 
and tho cities, so as to give reasonable cause 
of complaint to noithor, is by no n)ean8 
easily done. It ia but right that tho public 
should have aoniothing like an adequate 
conception of the difficulty of the 
very complicated task which those who 
are ontruatud with the framing and 
the perfecting of a redistribution bill 
have to perform. It ia as far as possible 
from being, aa some persona aeem to think, 
a simple arithmetical problem. 

The encouragement given to railroad con- 
struction in the Kootenay country ia another 
topic of tho Speech in which much interest 
will bo taken. Very much ia hoped for 
from the development of tlie mineral wealth 
of that district. The prospect ia most en- 
couraging, and it ia genorally believed that 
the money expended in opening it up will 
bring in a generous return — that the benefit 
will be reaped not only by the district 
through which the roads run, but by tho 
whplo Province, 

It ia greatly to be hoped that it will bo 
found that tho Province has power to 
regulate its own fisheries. Those fisheries 
are of extraordinary value, and it is im- 
portant that they should bo under the juris- 
diction of those who know moat about 
them, and who have a direct and an im- 
mediate interest in having them well and 
wisely reguUted. Wo aro quite sure that 
the people approve of what the Government 
has done to have the rights of tho 
Province are vigorously asserted in this 
matter. 

It is also impor'^ant that tho dispute be- 
tween llio Dominion imd the I'rovirioia' 
Goverumenta on tho eubjeot of tho title 
to railway lands upon the Mainland and 
the method of dealing with them, should be 
settled with the least possible delay. Th 
Provincial Government has been for aomo 
time endeavoring to have tho matter settled 
amicably, and it ia to bo hoped that tho 
negotiationa now pending will result in 
taking out of the region of doubt and difl 
oulty all qoestiona relative to the title of 
lands in the Railway Bolt. 

Tho Speech shows that tho Gnancea of 
tho Province aro in a healthy atato, and 
that ita credit ranka high in tlio estimation 
of those who are tho beat judgea in the 
world of a country's finanoial standing, 

There Is a good deal of work cut out for 
tho Legislature in tho Speech, and it ia to 
bo hoped that the roproseutatives of tho peo- 
ple will set about doing it vigorously, and 
with no other object in view than the gen- 
eral welfare. 



MEETINGS IN WESTMINSTER DIS- 
TlilOT. 

We have not thought it worth while to 

reproduce tho reports of tho moetings hold 
in tho Wcatminator Diatrict convened by 
Moaars. Kitchen and Sword. It is well 
known that at those meotinga tho death knoll 
in [that District of tho Independent party, 
so-callod, was Bounded. To show how com. 
plotely Mr. Kitchen's inQuenoo in his own 
place of residence, Chilltwack, haa disap- 
peared we need only allude to tho fact that 
not daring himself to offer again for Reeve ho 
pat forward Mr. A. S. Voddor, a well-known 
and highly reapootod farmer of the Die- 



triot, with the resufc that his nominee was 
defeated Tjy a majority of 181 by Mr. S. A. 
Cawley, the people'a candidate. 

The meetings which have been hold by 
Moaars, Kitchen and Sivord havo been 
throughout decidedly unfavorable to them. 
Their meeting at Mission City la thus de- 
scribed by the Mission City NewB in its 
issue of tho Gth inat. : 

The Opposition membora of this city had 
a atormy and turbulent meeting, and ono 
that will long bo rememl)ored by them. The 
both gentlemen failed to cHtiblish one point 
to sustain their violent opposition to tho 
Government. They protended to claim 
o.Kceasivo appropriations for tiitir diatrict 
from tho Government, and then turn around 
and cond;-im the eamo for oxtravagunoe. 
They havo evidently not arisen to the magni- 
tude of the Province they reprcaenC, and, wo 
apprehend, pushed forward by thoao that 
liave some ulterior end to gain. Tho mem- 
ber from Cliilliwaok ia ambiDious without 
intelleotual force to auatain him. \Vu are 
not aurpriaod that hia infliienco ia limited. 
That it doea not cover tho area of Chilli- 
waok Municipality, ia not astonishing. If 
tho oppositiouiata cuunot produce any 
heavier weiijhta than tho mombor from up 
the river, they hail better end it at once. 

At Maple Kidgo and Surrey, they were 
not in any respect more auccessfnl, and at 
Delta and Uiohmond their audiences were, 
wo learn, ridiculously small. 

Tlio Weatmiuater unrreapoiiilent of the 
Times on Wednesday made an ellort to create 
the impression that Messrs. Kitchen and 
Sword met with better success atChilliwack. 
He admita that Mr. Kitohon received a cool 
reception on hia first appearance, but adda 
that the feeling lowarda him warmed as tho 
meotiijg progreaaed. With regard to the 
Premier the correapoudont atatea that 
though he was warmly and cordially receiv- 
ed at the beginning of his address, " tho 
feeling cooled to zero point at the finish." 

The telegram, like most others upon kin- 
dred aubjecta from tho same source, ia 
founded upon fiction, aa so far from any 
coldness toward Mr. Davio being exhibited 
by the people, he was, after the meeting, 
honored with a banquet tendered by tho 
newly elect Reeve and Council ; Mr. 
ICitchcn and Mr, Sword being conspicuous 
thereat, by their abaenco. 



A OR IS AT UNION. 

Mr. Stead, editor of tho Review of Re- 
viowa, like Sir Charles Dilke, soca iu tho 
great Kngliah-speaking communitioa of tho 
world a " Greater Britain." The journalist 
is more enthusiastic and more sanguine than 
the statesman. Mr. Stead evidently be- 
lieves that a close olliance or federation of 
tho Engliah-apeaking communitiea ia pos- 
sible, and ho ia evidently desirous of atart- 
ing a movement to accomplish that object. 
There are many in Groat Britain, tho United 
States and Canada who receive the idea of a 
union of the English-apeaking nations 
and communities of tho world with favor. 
They believe that auoh a union, if 
if once accomplished, would oxorciao a 
wonderful influence for good over the whole 
world, and that It would be hard to set a 
limit to its power, but the greater number 
of them diamias the subject as visionary — aa 
being much too grand and too good to bo 
practicable. Mr. Stead is not one of theao. 
In hia Toronto address and his article in tho 
January number of the Review of Reviews, 
he treats the subject as If it were a praotio- 
ablo one, and he talks to Canadians as if 
they could do much to bring about the 
union ho advocates so enthuaiaatically. 

Ho believes that much deponda upon 
tho relations that are to exist between 
Canada and the United States. He 
would like to see Canada remain as she ia 
now, loyally British, but he would have her 
cultivate in all legitimate and solf-rcapect- 
ing waya tho friendahip of the groat Re- 
public. He beliovea that tho trade ro- 
lationa between tho two countries can- 
not bo too intimate, and he goes so far 
aa to aay, from a British point of view, that 
under certain circumstances discrimination 
againat Groat Britain and in favor of tho 
United Statoa is permisaiblo. Ho says : 

I alluch 80 much importanca to the good 
relations which ought to prevail between 
tho Republic and tho Kmpire that if it wero 
proved to me, aa an absolute incontro-ert- 
able fact, that there wua no other 
way of maintaining good and friendly 
relations than for Canada lo dis- 
criminate againat the Mother Country 
and in favor of tho Republic, I 
should soy, in God's name, do it. But, I 
do not believe this to bo true, nor do I be- 
iievo that any one will bo iililo to jirove that 
it will bo 80. I only mentioned it in order 
to ohow that I am not pleading for I'Inglieh 
aelf •intere.'jt in this mutter. 

Wo have (| noted the whole paaaago, for wo 
aee that Mr, Stead has been, inadvertently 
no doubt, misrepresented in this matter. 
Mr. Stead, Engliahman aa he is, ia, we be- 
lieve, less true to tho "Old Country" than 
are the great majority of Canadians on this 
subject of trade diaoriminatiou. Aa long aa 
Great Britain gives Canadiana a free market 
for all they produce, and aa long aa ahe ex- 
tends to them the proteotion of hor fleets 
and hor armies — aa long, in fact, as ahe 
treata them aa Britiah aubjecta, they will 
not bo ao ungrateful — "unnatural", we had 
almoat written — a? to prefer a stranger to her 
in mattera of trade. 

With respect to maintaining friendly re- 
lations with the United States, the groat 
ljulk of Canadians aro at ono with Mr. 
Stead. Thoy desire to bo on tho moat 
neighborly terms with tho American people, 
ao that ono of tho conditiona of tho union ot 
English-apuaking peoples ia, aa far as Canada 
and the United States la concerned, pretty 
much as Mr. Stead would have it. We 
beliovo that tho cilizona of tho United States 
aa a wholo entertain tlie moat kindly feel- 
inga towards Canadians. There are an 
irropreaaiblo few on both aidoa of tho 
lino who abow a diapoaition to make the 
most of any dispute or disagreement that 
may arise between the two countries, 
but their inQueuce is ao small as to be not 
worth considering in an icquiry into the re- 
lations between tho two oountriea. 

But granting that tho diapoaition and the 
attitude of Canada ia everything that Mr, 



Stead would have them to be, it is not very 

oppareut that friendly relations between 
Unitod States' citizens and Cunadians will 
go very for towards bringing about tho croat 
confederation of which tbo Engl'sh journal 
ist dreams. There are many impor' 
tant faotora in the great problem which 
he gives the English speaking people to 
aolvo, that ho has not taken into eonaidera 
tion. It appears to ua that ho attuchea a 
great deal too much importance to the posi 
tioQ which Canada ooeupleB and to tho iu' 
lluonce which she exeroiseB and la capable 
of exercising. But the qnnation which he 
has opened Is a groat and noble one and far 
better worth discussing than nine-tenths of 
thoso about which men are contending on 
both sides of tho Atlantic. 



■ THE CONTEST IN BRAZIL. 

The insurroction in Brazil is a subject 
which ia very much discussed, but about 
whioh wonderfully little seema to be known 
The flag of revolt was raised by Admiral 

Mollo moro than threo months ago, but he 
appears to-day to be no nearer the object of 
his ambition than ho was when he first 
declared war against tho 3overifment of 
Poixoto. 

Tho rebellion has boon a very singular one, 
Tlio robcla aro on sea and the Government Is 
on land, and neither, ua far us we can aee, 
haa been able to gain the alighteat ndvanlugo 
over the other. Mello haa been bombarding 
Rio Janeiro but ho seems to have made very 
little impression on the city, and for the want 
of land forces he has not been able to follow 
up any aucccaa ho may have gained 
I'eixDto, on the otlier hand, has had no licet 
worth niL'nlii;ning, and he, conac(|iie)itly, 
has not been able to meet Mollo on his own 
oloment. 

This ia tho position in which the contend 
ing piirtiea havo been since Septeuiber. It 
is evident that what Mollo needed to mako 
hia insurrection formidable and lo give him 
any chance of suoeeas, was an army to co 
operate with his ships, and that what 
Peixoto required to put down the rebellion 
was a naval force that might be fairly con- 
sidered a match for Mollo's lleet. Mello haa 
not been able to raiae an army, but tho 
Guvernmc-ut of Brazil has purchased aomo 
ships. Tho fleet which it now possesses 
ia composed of tho Nicthoroy, formerly 
tho American merchantman El Cid. Her 
armament is a dynamite gun, whioh can do 
terrible execution if it gota a chanco to dis 
oharge,and tho America with her torritio Sims 
Edison dirrigiblo torpodos. Then Ihero ia 
tho Aurora, a crack torpedo cruiser, which 
was purchased in England, and the Pirating 
Captain John BrioaoD's famous submarine 
gunboat. There la also a flotilla of eight 
torpedo boats ot English, American and 
German construction. This is u very pocul 
iar lleet indeed, and wo much question 
whether tho most experienced of nazal olli- 
cera havo tho slightest idea of its eflicioncy 
when put to the test. 

Mello has the fighting ahipa Aquidaban 
and Republic!, and tho Guonahara, the 
Trajano and Jupiter, amallor vessola, 
but well armed, while Admiral Di 
Gama, in tho Almiranto Tomiudaro 
aided by hia very largo and well-drilled tor^ 
pedo fleet, will, without doubt, put the at 
tacking party to no end of vigilance to 
evade hia tactics. 

Tho two fleets have not yet come into 
collision, and naval men are curious to eee 
how they will acquit themaelvea when tho 
fighting begins. It ia aaid that the in 
surgents are in sad straits for want of 
money, and that wholesale desertions have 
greatly weakened the crows of their ships 
but it is not safe to depend upon tho nowa 
that comes from the seat of war. The fight' 
ing at first will be on the water. If tho 
insurgents aro auccesaful their eympathisors 
on land will, perhaps, take heart and raise 
an army. With both a fleet and an army, 
Mello will stand a good chanco of succesp, 
but with a lleet alono the experience of the 
last threo months must have ahown hi 
that failure, sooner or later, is inevitable.

The fourth and last session of ihe sixth 
legislature of the province was opened yes- 
terday afternoon with tho customary cere- 
monies, which, however, were more im- 
pressive than usual. Tho attendance was 
very large, the invited spectators und tho 
general public crowding every foot of avail- 
able space on the floor and in the galleries, 
and there being also a great crowd outside 
to witnesa tho military demonstration. A 
guard of honor of 80 men of the B.CB.G A. 
was drawn up opposite the entrance to tho 
legislative building, with the regimental 
band, which appeared for the thsl time in 
uniform. The appearance of tho guard waa 
exceedingly neat, a fact which did not 
escape the notice of the onlookers. Capt, 
Smallfield was in command, and the other 
officers were Lieutenants Williams and 
Monro. The artillery salute, dispensed 
with last year, was once more pro- 
vided for, three guns manned by 
detachments of tho B. C. G. A. , under com- 
mand of Lieut. Sargison, being posted on 
Belleville street, overlooking the harbor and 
ininiediately opposite tho legislative build- 
ings. Promptly at ,'i o'clock Hia Honor 
Lieutenant (Jovernor Dowdncy drove up, 
with Major Irving us A. 1) ly., hia carriage 
entering the grounds from Birdcage walk. 
As he alighted tho guard preeented arms, 
tho band playing tho air of tho National An- 
ibiMn. At tho sound of tho music a gun 
boomed out tho first round of tho artillery 
aululo, the remainder of iho "fifteen guns" 
accorded by regulation to a Lieutenant-(iov- 
ernor being given with commendable regu- 
larity. 

Upon entering tho building His Honor 
waa conducted to the library, where hia stud" 
for tho day were iu waiting. Tliis fltalfcon- 
siated of Capt. H. Hughea-Hallott, R. N. ; 
Lt.-Col. K. G. Prior, M.P.; Lt.-Col. J. 
Potera, D.A G ; Major H. H. Muirhead, R. 

E. ; Ciipt. A. W. Jones, district paymaster; 
Lieut. C. V. Cowper, R. N. ; Lieut. 

F. N. Templar, R. M. A.; Lieut. G. 
E. Barnes, R M.A., and Mr. E. A. 
Jacob, private secretary. From the library 
tho party prcceedod into tho chamber 
through the main entrance tho stall' leading 
in tho reverse order of their seniority, and 
und tho A.D.C. and secretary bringing up 
the rear. Mr. Speaker Biggins yielded his 
chair to the Governor, and took post ut tho 
right with four of the officers, the remain- 
ing four standing at the left. It was u 
brilliant assemblage upon which Hia Honor 
looked. The invitations to attend were 
very ganerally responded to, and in conse- 
quence the beauty, fashion and wealth of 
tho community we're well represented. The 
invitation list included as usual, the mem- 
bers of the judiciary, the local members of 
tho Senate and Commons, the Mayor and 
Corporation of Victoria, the mayors of other 
cities, the clergy of the several denomin- 
ations and all the men of prominence in 
official life, with in each case, of course, the 
ladies of their households. All the mem- 
bers of tho legislature were in attendance 
with tho exception of Mr. Booth, who haa 
written that he will not bo down until 
Monday. The speech, which His Honor 
read, was handed up to him by his private 
secretary, to whom it ivaa returned for 
trananuasion to Mr. Speaker, and tho aea- 
aion having been declared formally opened, 
His Honor and suite left tho chamber. 
When His Honor emerged tho guard again 
preaented arnia, tho band playing as before; 
and their duty being thus ended, tho 
Boldiers were paraded through tho grounds 
to Birdcage walk and thence by Belleville 
and Menzies streets to tho drill hall, where 
they were dismissed, the band on tho way 
playing several of tho latest popular airs iu 
a delightful manner. 

Aa soon oa the official party left the cham- 
ber. Right Rev, Bishop Perrin, who was 
present in full canonical robes, stepped for- 
ward to the chaplain's desk anil offered 
prayer — the invocations of tho Church of 
England on behalf of the Queen and royal 
family and of the parliaments, followed by 
the Lord's Prayer, in which the audience 
joini-d. The business of the house — largely 
routine and elsewhere reported — waa then 
prnconded with, and at half.past three 
o'clock adjournment was reached and the 
largo gathering dispersed. 

.FitEu and Charlie Caffire, tho misohief- 
Inving cause of many a news item for tho 
Victoria press, spent yesterday in renewing 
aciinaintancB witn mo scenes of their many 
escapades and the aaaociates of other days, 
being glad to reach home after their 
extended and adventurous journeys into 
foreign lands. They did not call 
upon tho jiolioo, nor did the latter 
visit them, as it ia hoped tliat tho 
lads are in earneat in saying that they 
" have had enough of larking." For their 
age — tlioy are respectively 1-} and IS years 
old — the Callirea have had their full 
share of excitement and a complete history 
of their adventures would lill a book, und 
not a particularly ainall volume, either. Tho 
story of their doings up till a year or so ago 
ia pretty well known to Victoriana, but from 
that time until Wedneaday evoidng laat 
nothing waa heard from them save in 
occaaional indefinite reporta which tho boya 
now pronounce very inaccurate and entirely 
unauthorized. They were said to bo taking 
in tho World's Fair; thou they were creating 
trouble for tho philanthropista of the 
city of brotherly love, and again they were 
reported to be lending their aid to tho Czar 
in the government of ,all the BuRsias. This 
last announcement the principals now pro- 
nounce a canard pure and simple — quite 
likely the origination of political en- 
emies. Their departure from Victoria, 
according to their own report, 
was effected by way of a San 
Franoisoo line steamer whioh they boarded 
from the water while she was lying at dock, 
and on which they worked their way to 
Seattle, for which port she was then bound. 
Fred, tho elder of tho boys, aaya thoy re- 
mained in Seattle only a few days — they 
didn't like the town. 'Then they wont to 
California and kept on tho move until thoy 
reached Philadelphia. Thoy wore about 
three months on tho tramp, working occa- 
sionally along tho railroads and picking up 
other odd jobs hero and there. On reaching 
tho Quaker city they soon found employ- 
ment — in a boys' hone it ia said — and 
remained in that city until raady to start 
homo. Fred claims to have been ap- 
prenticed to a shoemaker, while his brother 
learned tho trade of a chair repairer. 
In corroboration of thia testimony ho 
exliibits a pair of shoes which ho ia now 
wearing, and which ho proudly declares are 
tho product ot his own industry. As to his 
present intentions, ho has, ho says, firmly 
decided to settle down end go to work. 
He has not yet got employment, but hopes 
to obtain work soon, and do his share 
toward supporting the family, deprived, 
during his absenoei ot tho father's care. 



LODGERS' CHATTELS. 

Introduction ofiiu Act 1 1 iTevent Them Be- 
ing Seized for hiuidlords' Debts. 

The subject of the liability of travollcrii or 
other lodgers' gooda to Bcizuro in aatialac- 
tion of tho debts duo by the landlords of 
hotels where they njay be staying iu utter 
innocence of any financial stringency on tho 
part of their hosts, has been diacuseed of 
late, and occupied tho attention of the 
Board ot Trade at a recent meeting. Tho 
Government also, it will bo aeeu, has given 
it consideration, and tho Hon. Attorney 
Genend yesterday introduced a bill entitled 
" An act to protect the gooda of lodgers 
from diatreua," the proviaions of svhioh are 
aa follows : 

" 1. This Act may be cited as tho 
" Lodgers' Relief Act, 189-1." 

" If a superior landlorrl shall levy or 
authorize to be levied a distress on any fur- 
niture, goods or chattels of any boarder or 
lodger for arrears of rent duo to the superior 
landlord by hia immediate tenant, tho 
boarder or lodger may serve tho auperior 
landlord or the bailiff' or other person em- 
ployed by him to levy the distresa, with a 
declaration in writing, made by tho boarder 
or lodger, setting forth that tho immediate 
tenant has no right ot property or beneficial 
interest in the furniture, gooda or chattels ao 
distrained or threatened to bediatruinedupon 
and that such furniture, goods or chattels 
are the property or in the lawful possession 
of such boarder or lodger; and also setting 
forth whether any and what amount by 
way of rent, board or otherwise is due 
from the boarder or lodgor to the said 
immediate tenant; and the boarder or lodger 
may pay to tho superior landlord, or to the 
bailiff or other person employed by liiin us 
aforesaid the amount, if any, so due as lust 
aforesaid, or so much thereof as shall bo 
Bullioient to discharge tho claim of the 
ouperior landlord;- aud to such declaration 
shall ho annexed B correot inventory, sub- 
scribed by the boarder or lodger, of the 
furniture, goods and ohatlola referred to in 
the denlaration. 

" .'t. If a superior landlord, or a bailiff or 
other person employed by hini, after being 
Herved with the before-mentioned declar 
lion and inventory, anil after Mich boarder 
or lodger shall have jjaid or tendered to the 
Huperior landlord, b dlilf or other person, the 
aniount, if any, which, by the laat preced- 
ing section, tho boarder or lodger iu aulhor- 
iziid to pay, shall levy or proceed with a 
distrcas on the furniture, goods or 
chattels of tho boarder or lodger, 
the superior landlord, bailiff or other 
person shall bo deemed guilty of an illegal 
distreae, and the boarder or lodger may 
replevy puch furniture, goods or chattels iu 
any court of competent jurisdiction, anil tho 
auperior landlord shall also be liable to an 
action at tho suit of tho boarder or lodger, 
in which action tho truth of the declaration 
and inventory may likewise be inquired into. 

" 4, Any payment made by u boarder or 
lodger pursuant to sectiou '2 of this Act 
shall he deemed a valid payment on account 
of tho amount duo from him to the immedi- 
ate tenant mentioned in tho said section. 

" The declaration hereinbefore referred to 
shall he made under and iu accordance with 
tho ' Canada Evidence Act, ISO.').' "

baeia strengthened the stock market at the 
opening of business. London bought nearly 
12,000 shares of the stock, and some of tho 
more timid of the *< shorts " rushed to 
" cover." Tho local and foreign buying re- 
sulted in on advance of ^ to II per cent., in 
which Rock Island, St. Paul, Oregon, Bur- 
lington, Louiaville, Manhattan, New I'^ng- 
land. Union Pacific und Western Union 
were tho most conspicuous. When tho 
London orders were filled tho market 
began to sag, and after a period 
of citremo dullness tho "hears" renewed 
their attacks. They sold the Grangers, Gon- 
oral Electric and Chicago Gas, their sales 
during tho afternoon Ijoiug estimated at be- 
tween 10,000 and '20,000 shares. These of- 
ferings, as well aa tho confidence diaplayed 
by tho sellora, diacouraged the early buyers 
and nullified the good elfects of the proposed 
bond issue so far as to-day's market is con- 
cerned. Tho decline from tho top of the 
day was equal to .{ to '2t per cent. 
The market closed weak, but, I to 1 per 
cent, above the lowest figures ot tho day.

In arranging, under your authority, tlio 
details of the agreement with tho company 
I have reserved tho alternative right of 
guaranteeing tho houda of the company, 
both aa to principal and interest.

Our fishing Industry, a great . source of 
wealth to the province, has prdilUCed re- 
sults larger than in any previous year. Tho 
question aa to the jurisdiction of ttie Domin- 
ion government to grant licenses for and to 
regulate fishing in provincial waters, ia 
about to be aubmitted to the Supreme 
Court of Canada, and I shall take care that 
the interests of this province are properly 
represented befure that tribunal. 

In view of the diacoveriea of gold in tho 
Alberni diatrioc daring the paat year, and 
claima to the precious metals within the 
railway lands upon Vancouver island having 
been advanced by tho Kdquimalt and Nan- 
oimo railwoy company, a apocial caao rais. 
ing tho point haa been referred to the 
Supremo Court for decision. 

A suitable site for the "Provincial Home," 
tho eetabliahment of which waa authorizd.i 
by you, haa been purchased at Kamlouj 
plane have been prepared for the building, 
add tenders for construction will shortly be 
called for. 

Although the paat year lias been one of 
great commercial depreaaion throughout the 
world, the revenue of the province haa close- 
ly approximated the eatimate, notwithatand- 
ing the diversion of considerable sums to 
newly formed municipalities. 

The three per cent, loan authorizod for 
the construction of new Itgialativo and de- 

gartmental buildinga by iho "Parliament 
uildings aet" was placed upon the money 
market and brought 92 per cent, of par 
value, an appreciable and gratifying increaae 
in tho value of provincial securities. Con- 
tracts for the buildinga have been awarded, 
and the work ia now in progress. 

The estimatea of revenue and expenditure 
for tho coming year will be laid before you 
at an early date, and it ia truated that they 
■will be found to have been prepared with a 
due regard to economy and the require 
menta of the public service. In deliberating 
npnn the items of expenditure you will be 
asked to consider the justice of aiding town- 
ship municipalities by cxpendicurea upon 
trunk roada. 

The long standing dispute with the Do 
minion government on the subject of the 
title to the railway lands upon the Main- 
land and the method of dealing with them 
waa not brought before the courts during 
tho last year. Negotiations looking towarda 
an amicable Rettlenient are pending, tho suc- 
cessful result of which would obviate the 
necessity of a reference to a judicial tribun- 
ol ; and I hope to bo able to make an- 
annouucement upon this aubject duriut; the 
Beasion. 

Investigation into tho census returns, 
made for iho purpose of securing data tor 
the Rediatribution bill to be aubmitted to 
you, haa diucloaed tho fact that aoveral 
tribes ol Indiana were unviaited by the 
censua enumeratora, and that no allowance 
for their numbers haa been made in urrivini? 
- at the total population of the province, aa 
ShCH by the census. I havo caused re- 
' presentatlotti upon this subject to be made 
to the Dominion government. 

You will be asked to oonsider amoud- 
menta to the drainage, dyking and Irriga- 
tion act, so aa to facilitate suitable guaran- 
tees being given by tho government under 
proper conditions, and also an act providing 
that tho measurement of timber shall be 
conducted by cilioera oppointed by the 
government. 

A bill consoliilatlug tho law of evidence, 
a partnership act, a bill to amend the act 
dealing with the labor bureau, and a bill 
imposing succession duties, will bo among 
tho iiieuaurus submitted to you 

I now leave you to your deliberations, 
trusting that Providence will ao order your 
labors that they may prove permanently 
bcneQcial to all classes of our people.

The Awariia Hay* a Viililo Such as Was Never 
Given at ii Previous^ Exposition. 

The following letter haa been received by 
the Brockman & Ker Milling Co. from the 
E-tecutive committee on awards, of the 
World's Columbian Commission ; 

Dhar Sirs :— In reply to your favor of 
2-lth Nov. I would say that tho medals and 
diplomas to be awarded at the World's 
Columbian ezllibition aronow making under 
the supervision of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The medal haa been designed by 
the eminent sonlptor Augustus St. Oaudens, 
and the diploma has been designed by Mr. 
Will H. Low. Competent critics pro- 
nounce both medal and diploma as far 
superior to any presented at previous uni- 
versal expoaittons. Their artistio excellence 
demands and justifies peculiar care in their 
reproduction. The medal ia to carry tho 
name of tho exhibitor in such a way as to 
form part of the original inscription. The 
diploma ia to carry the exict wording of tho 
report which deaoribea tho exhibit. Our 
present information from the Department of 
tho Mint and the Bureau of Engraving is 
that the meda! and diploii.a will bo ready 
for distribution within five montha. Thoao 
exhibitors who are familiar with past expo- 
sitions will remember that a longer time 
elapsed between tho close of the expoaition 
and the receipt by the exhibitor of hia medal 
and diploma. 

Wo hope in about ninety daya, upon ro- 
(jueat of tho exhibitor, to furnish him with 
the wording of the judge's report upon 
which hia award is baaed. 

Tho awarda granted at tho World'a 
Columbiin Exhibition, compared to tho 
number of exhibitora present the amalleat 
number ever granted on tho oeoaaion of a 
World'a Fair. Thia result distinctly ehows 
that unusual care and precaution were taken 
by the expert judges, who, because of the 
rule requiring them to declare over their 
own signature the reasons for their judg- 
ment, fully realized the great responsibility 
thrown upon them, The exhibitor, there- 
fore, may bo assured that hia award will 
have a value such as the award granted at 
previous expositions never gave. 

While comparisons of one exhibit with 
another have not been permitted, tho 
phraseology employed by the judges will 
certainly disclose different degrees of merit, 
especially when several individual exhibits 
are compared, not with each other, but with 
a common standard of supreme excellence.

BY-LAW. 

To expropriate certain real property for the 
purpose of diverting and improving a por- 
tion of Oak Bay Avenue, being a public 
street situate within the City of Victoria. 

THE Municipal Council ot tho Corporation of 
tho City ot Victoria enacts as follows : 

1. It shall be lawful for tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria to expropriate and tho 
said Corporation tioreby expropriates, for the 
purpose ot diverting and impTovIof; a portion 
of Oak Bay Avenueboing a publlo strook situate 
within tho City of Victoria, all that piece or 
parcel ot land being part of ^t 31 of a sub. 
division ot sub-lot 1, Fernwood Estate. Section 
75, Victoria District, which said piece or parcel 
of land ia more particularly dosorlbed as fol- 
lows : 

Commencing at tho south-oast corner of lot 2 
of said sub division ; thence southerly acrc-is 
lot31 on a production ot the line between lot.s 2 
and 3, forty feel, more or lesii, to tho north lino 
of Oak Day Avenue ; thence westerly along the 
north line of Oak Bay Avenue lltty-threo feet, 
more or loss, to tho nouth- woat corner of aaid lot 
2; thence nortb-oaaterly along the lino between 
lots 2 and 31, twenty-nine feet, more or leas, to 
tho place of beginning, and contalDing by ad- 
measurement five hundred and fifty. six aquaro 
feet more or less. 

2. It shall bo lawful for the Corportion to en- 
tor upon, expropriate, break up, take or u.so 
tho said property without the consent ot the 
owner thereof, subject to tho restrictions men- 
tioned in sub-ecction (107) ot section 101 of the 
• Municipal Aot. 1892." 

3. This by law may be cited as "Tho Oak 
Bay A venue Expropriation By-Law, 1893."

Many Indies, from sonio mioxplainnblo 
tauso, like to mako a steamer trip in 
winter. They brave the dangers of tho 
'Bintry gales and cold, and for just sucli 
•needs I found a lino of storm coats yes- 
terday while I was looking' for now ball 
■dresses. The most of tbcso cold woatber 
wraps were made with tho ulster as a 
basis of form, with whatever added 
fancies fashion now exacts. There aro 
:num.bers of these ocean wraps of large 
tartan plaids in the dullest colors, 
thougli a few are se(ui with tho green 
and blue with narrovv red and yellow 
stripes. Some are of russet reds and dull 
g^roen, and these aro very pretty. Somo 
of them are made of heavy storm sergo 
lined with bri^cht colored flannel. 

The greater i)art of these cloaks aro 
half tight and made to button all tho 
way down to the fi'et, and they have 
bishop sli'oves which bn.t t on at the wrists 
for warmth, though a few aro sleeveless, 
having a rather long cape which covt rs 
the arms. Some of these are Carrick 
and somo Ciiftan shape, tho latter nearly 
always having a KO"d sized cainu-liin 
hood. Irisli frici-.e is ;> favorite material 
for these slorm coats, and indeed there 
is nothing that can compare Willi it for 
warmth and solid comfort. Frieze coats 
do not need to be lined all the way 
through, but tho Caftan should ho lined 
witii red clotli to b(> perfect. It is amis- 
take to liave these coats made sleeveless, 
for ill a strong wind tho capes will blow 
aside and leave the arms cold. 

For the head there are those very 
ugly traveling cajjs, pretty colored 
Tarn o' Shanl(!rs, and, most couifortaole 
of all, knitted liouds, with a full rulilo

of wool knitted in all around the face. 
These aro warm and very becoming. 
There arc also a number of styles and 
colors of fascinators, but these, though 
very pretty, are always slii)i)ing and apt 
to give tho fair wearer tho earache. 

Tlioso wlio go down to tho sea in ships 
require a special set of undergarments, 
particularly in tho winter. Thero should 
bo a pair of lambs' wool tights and long 
wooloji leggings, a thick quilted petticoat 
and a sorgo dress, either blue or black. 
All other colors will stain with salt 
water, and no matter how cold tho 
weather is on shore it is always several 
degrees colder on the ocean, ynth a chill 
and 'penetrating dampness besides. I 
have known two persons to contract fa- 
tal colds by being insufFiciontly clothed 
on a sea voyage. All gowns should bo 
plain and for service rather than show 
on shipboard, as even a well person 
wants to loungo half the time, and tho 
seasick one isn't expected to .sit up much, 
if at all, and a plainly inado gown will 
bear such treatment, while a more styl- 
ish one will hjok like a rag. 

Leaving our seasick sister awhile, I 
wish to say a few words about tho now 
fancy of setting moire sleeves into all 
sorts of gowns and cloaks. This is a 
handsome' and dressy style, rather more 
showv tlian (juielly elegant. The moire 
sleeves uro now set in coats nearly as of- 
ten as in dresses, and they may be se en 
with cheviot or cloth coats, or even with 
kersey or tan covert, supplementeil by fur, 
ho^vuver. Wlierevt.'r tliey aro used they 
add a new distinction. Brown and dark- 
green and blue moire aro produced this 
season in the heaviest and richest qual- 
ity, but it is 60 expensive that few can 
afford a whole costnme of it, 

A velvet cloak or coat with moire 
jlc(;ves makes a magnificent garment. 
Lace, eudjroidery, beading and fur are 
all seen on tho same garment, but only 
on the richest. A few velvet long cloaks 
have facings of moire or a fluted collar 
of tho same with fur border. Moiro is 
also used to give brilliance to the favor- 
ite all black gowns of tho finest figured 
silk warp honrietta, and the luster of 
tho two fabrics seems to unite in one 
harmonious whole. 

The princesse form of dresses is again 
a favorite, and shapely figures show oil 
betti'r in Iheiu tlian in any oth(-r stj-le. 
VVhoh; dre.-^ses of luoiro of a lighter but 
scareely less handsome grade is employed 
to make the entire govm. The train to 
such a dross should be long and sweep- 
ing to obtain tho full effect. Lace, a 
littlo clioico fur, beaded passementerie 
or velvet aro all suitable trimmings, 
either singly or all together. White 
moire is a superb material for a wedding 
gown or for a grand toilet of any kind. 

Yesterday I saw a now combination in 
silks for full dress. Tho skirt was made 
with a long train. The front breadth 
was of white moire, then two side 
breadths were of maize satin. The two 
next were moire, and a \vide one in tho 
center of the back was of the satin. Tho 
corsage was pointed, of moiro, with a 
pufl'ed drapery of maize satin around tho 
neck as a bertha. The sleeves were of 
the satin, with an inset of moire on the 
top. The breadths were all cut perfectly 



straight and laid in deep plaits, the full- 
ness fajling in natural folds from the 
top. The modiste told mo that sho had 
an order for another gown in tho same 
style, but with pea green velvet in placo 
of the maize satin. There was no trim- 
ming on this gown save that made by 
the sntiii around tho neck, and indeed 
trimming would have been superfluous. 

Thero aro many pretty little odds and 
ends that go to mako up a i>erfect toilet, 
and among them thero aro tho daintiest 
of slippers in white or light tinted satin. 
These aro made with quite high heels, 
and many of them have straps across the 
instep made of elastic set thickly with 
imitation jewels. Anotlier stylo which 
is called the Spanish slipper has a sort of 
network made of black silk and drawn 
up over the instep and fastened in two 
places by fancy garnet clasps, and an-

otlu r is set on tho top of the vamp. 
Many ladies have slippers made to match 
their gowns or of a piecoof tho material, 
but sHjjpers can be jjurehased of every 
tint in vog-uo this season and of almost 
every fabric, so that is scarcely needed, 
and to have them made costs much more. 

Thero is a jiretty new fancy for young 
hulies to wear full wreaths of small 
roses without foliag(^ in their hair. These 
have an upriglitbow of ribbon to matcli, 
and tho whole is extremely taking. The 
roses aro half buried in the puffs and 
curls of hair ,ind set quite far back on 
the head, leaving at least three fingers' 
breadth of hair between that and the' 
forehead. Large or small rosettes of 
ribbon with the stitl' little plumes make 
another littlo caprice for tlio hair fur 
full evening toilet, and a double bow 
and end of two inch ribbon with two 
upstanding plumi's form another pretty 
little decoration for tho hair. Hairpins 
are sowed into them, so that it is but a 
moment's work to affix them. These can 
be purchased ready made, or a clever 
young lady can consult her own taste 
and make them herself. 

Many ladies have put off getting a 
heavy mantlo until now, for it is really 
quite a diflicult thing to decide upon. A 
mantle must bo of heavy and richer ma- 
terial than is worn in any other garment, 
but, on tho other band, when too hoavj' 
it weighs the wearer down, and, also, 
tlio heavier the fabric the dearer it is. 
When the first "high novelties" have 
been sold, tlie woman uf moro modest 
means finds such wraps cheaper, and 
also finds a greater variety to cliooso 
from. Thematorials most seen just now 
aro velvet, which is, par excellence, the 
choicest of all. 

Next is the velour de nord, with its 
heavy ribs and often changing colors; 
then velutina, both ribbed and plain. 
Those aro for tho handsomest goods, and 
they wear well and aro warm if rather 
heavy. Next comes handsome melton 
cloth in various colors, and these take al- 
most any trimmings, though beading 
done directly on the mantle and fur urfi 
the most siiitable. Melton cloth is very 
durable. Zibeline, too, is a satisfactory 
material and, like melton, will stand 
nmch bad weatlier. Tliere is a new fab- 
ric called caracol, which is very hand- 
some, but also expensive. It requires no 
trimming and will last for several sea- 
sons, if care is taken to cliooso a shape 
that does not undergo mucli change as 
seasons go by. Thero is a standard shape 
for all mantles, and any changes aro but 
slight variations after all. 

Seal plush — or, as they call them 
abroad, ''sealskin cloth" — has been and 
still is a favorite for all sorts of wraps 
and mantles. Bengalino and heavy reps 
as well as plain black faille and gros- 
grain an; all nsed for these long mantles 
and are all handsome. I must not forgot 
the superb matelas.se and natte woolens, 
which are very durable and very hand- 
some. All of these goods, except the 
silks and velvets, aro o-l inches wide, so 
that 4J yards make an ample wrap.

Frieouers and Takes Tlieir 
Supplies. 



Troops ott Their Way from Rio 
Grande do Sul-Shlp 
Seized. 



LisiiON, Jan. IS. — The steamship Sorata, 
which sailed from Rio Janeiro, January 
2ad, arrived heie to-day. The officers con- 
firm the report that Admiral Mollo, on the 
Aquidaban, visited the convict island of 
Fernan Noronha, enlisted many of the re- 
loisod priaonera, and took all tho available 
provisions except enough to feed for live 
days thoae remaining on the island. ^Vhen 
tho Serata left, her officers say General 
Saravia had about 5,000 excellent troops in 
Sao Paulo, and some 9,000 more on their 
way by sea from Rio Grande do Sul. These 
9,000 men were to bo landed at Sopotiba 
Bay, just south of Rio, and were to be used 
in isolating the city from tho interior. Tho 
Government have seized tho Portuguese 
steamship Ituifa, owned by Lage Bros., at 
Rio Grande do Sul. They had armed her 
and placed their own men aboard her. Tho 
Portugueae crew, after abandoning tho ship, 
claimed the protection of the I'ortugueao 
naval commander at Rio. Fort Sunta Cru/.e 
tired two ahells which struck the water near 
the Sorata. Tho oilioers of tho steamship ex- 
perienced no trouble, however, in landing 
passengers and mails under the white Q:>g. 

Rio Janeiko, Jan. 18.— Ii is reported 
here that the government and tho insurgent 
leaders have agreed to submit their difficul- 
ties to arbitration for settlement.

FORGER BIDWELL. 

The Man Convicted of Korglnf; Bank of Eng- 
land Notes Seeklni: for a Full 
I'ardoii. 

Wasui-n'oton', Jan. 18 —George Bidwell, 
tho ISank of England forger, ia in Washing- 
ton to secure tlie assiatance of the Stato de- 
partment in obtaining for him a full and free 
pardon from the Uritiah Government. He 
will probably call on Secretary Gresham to- 
morrow.

After servint' fifteen yeara George Bidwell 
was released on a ticket of leave, and live 
years later secured the reloose of tlie otl)era 
During General Harrison's administration 
an effort was made to secure pardons for the 
men ; but it was unsncosgsful, because tho 
British Government, according to Bidwell, 
was afraid be would return to England and 
expose the prison system there. Bidwell 
says he has letters recommending the grant-

Ktoleu by a sneak thief-a lall, elderly man 
who Fat ne.\t to her. At the moim^ut slie 
ml.sseil her money tlie tlilef Jumped oir tlic ear 
and took to liis iieel.-j. She rushed after him. 
orylntr ".■^tup llilet;" The cha.su was hot down

They glvo a Arst rate 
lesson to tltoso vagabonds who think that all 
women are timid, or oven pusillanimous, when 
in tho presence of danger. There are plenty ol 
women who ore Just as bravo as any man in 
creation.

It has long been a favorite theory of 
mine that the farmhouse and tho house 
in the village can bo and should be pro- 
vided witli every cnnvtMiicnco 4(f the 
city home, except, jjerbap-s, that of gas 
(ind electric ligliting, and even tho elec- 
tric lighting, it is certain, will come in 
time. I am glad to find a confirmation 
of luy tlieory iu an ideal home planned 
out and ont by a newspaper woman, 
Edith Sessions Tupper. Iu some mil- 
lionaires' mansions that I have seen 
there lacked tho dainty beauty, tho ar- 
tistic litness .'iiid abovo all the home 
feeling present iu this charming cottage. 
The deep window seat, tho sliiuing 
green palms, tho whole house flooded 
with warmth and light, spoke to 
mo of the gifted, gentle, yet daunt- 
less woman herself. I knew her 
.'v.s novelist and newspaper correspond- 
ent. Sho also has tho name of being the 
most successful woman newspaper inter- 
viewer in Now York. But I was igno- 
rant that her versatile gifts included also 
tho ability to plan a house. She can do 
that, too, however, and I wonder that 
more women do not exploit themselves 
iu tho same field. Mrs. Tupper's house 
is away from city gas and waterworks. 
But there is a furnace in the light, dry 
cellar, whoso genial warmth penetrates 
every part of thecottug<>. There is not 
a stove or a cold room in iSIrs. Ttippcr's 
house. The next tpiepiion was how to got 
hot and cold water for tho bathroom. 
This was accomplished by means of a 
tank in the garretand heating flues from 
the furnace in tho cellar. 

Eureka! Wo have found it, anditisin 
Africa. A traveler in tho wilds of the 
dark continent has stumbled upon ii ne- 
gro tribe where tho wen are kept merely 
for their beauty luid pass their days in 
idliiiiess. For generations tho women 
have done the work and bossed the men. 
For generations these women have been 
full of life, intellectually and physically. 
In consequence of this process of devel- 
opment they are superior to the men. 

What wo want is a state of society 
that will permit tho development of all 
tho power8(| physical, intellectual and 
spirituid, of both women and men. 

Jliss Katherine Davis, who showed at 
tho Columbian exposition how a family 
of five could bo weU fed on Hi cents a 
day, ia this winter lecturing on house- 
hold economics. Her instruction in- 
cludes nut only cookery, but also ven- 
tilation, cleanliness and general sanita- 
tion iu tho home. 

Women in England have made a dis- 
tinct giun iu Great Britain for the clos- 
ing iiart of IS'Jii. The bill giving Uiom 
tho right to vote at parish council elec- 
tions and to bo voted for as members of 
such passed the house of commons 
oven against the wish of Gladstone. Tho 
other sign of progress is that the grating 
whicli walls oil' tlus women's gallery 
from tho rest of tho house of commons* 
is to be removed. 

A friend writes mo that though little 
appears publicly in tlio Georgia papers 
about wuniaii's pro^cress, and especially 
about wouian suffrage, there is really a 
strong feeling in favor of both among 
the women of that state. Tho Georgia 
Woman Sull'rage association sent pe- 
cimiary ;ud to Colorado in tho contest 
during tho fall, and pecuniary aid is 
what counts. The same helpful and sym- 
pathetic association also sent money to 
Kiuisas to aid tlio women in their work 
there. 

Que of the last and grimmest educa- 
tional strongholds in the world has at 
length been captured by women, Heidel- 
berg university has conferred on Frau- 
lein Wintlschied, after a brilliant ex- 
amination, tho full degree of Ph. D. It 
is likely that Heidelberg will soon be 
opened throughout to women, 

A lady of IMinncsota, Miss Sara M. 
Pollard, has conducted witli tho ffreatest 
success for nine j'ears a fiirm atDugdalo, 
Polk county, Minn. Miss Polliu'd does 
her own plowing, phuiting and cultivat- 
ing. In order to bo dressed suitably for 
her work, she wears a bloomer costume 
in tho I'leld. Slio has prospered so well 
that sho luie been able lately to add ICO 
acres more to her farm.
